Over  the  course  of  the  last  30  years,   Dr.   Robert 
Mayfield  has   touched  the  lives   of  many  students,   faculty, 
and  staff  members.    As  the   1998-1999  school  years  ends, 
Dr.   Mayfield  says  goodbye  to   Pikeville  College  and  retires 
from  a  successful  career  in  education.

Dr.   Mayfield   received  his 
bachelor's   degree   in   education  and  psychology,   his  master's 
degree   in   school   administration   and  psychology  counseling, 
and  his   Ph.D.    in   psychology  and  administration. 

During  his  career  at  Pikeville   College,    Dr.   Mayfield  has 
served  as  chair  of  the  psychology  department,   division  of 
education;   vice-president  of  academic  affairs;   and  dean.     Dr. 
Mayfield  has   taught  graduate   level   courses  for  Morehead 
State  University  on  the  PC  campus  for    15   years.     He  was 
also  instrumental   in   reviving  the  psychology  major  as   it  now 
stands. 

"Pikeville  was  home,"   Dr.   Mayfield 
explained.     "After  serving  four  years   in   the 
Air  Force  and  flying  combat  in  Korea,   I 
was  ready  to  come  back  home.

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It  was  a  different  road  this 
season  for  the  Pikeville  College 
Lady  Bears. 

One  year  after  winning  the 
KIAC  tounament  to  advance  to 
the  NAIA  National  Tournament, 
the  Lady  Bears  were  faced  with  a 
different  challenge.   With  one 
less  Division  I  team  in  the  KIAC, 
it  lost  its  automatic  berth  in  the 
national  tournament.   The  road 
to  Jackson,  Tenn.,  this  year 
would  be  through  the  Mid-South 
Region  Tournament. 

The  Lady  Bears  finished  the 
season  18-6,  eliminated  by 
Lindsey  Wilson  in  the  semifinals 
of  the  region  tournament.   But 
the  season  offered  several  exciting 
moments,  many  of  them 
involving  senior  Rosemary 
Gilliam. 

Gilliam  averaged  16.2  points 
and  11.1  rebounds,  the  latter  of 
which  was  ninth  in  the  nation. 
She  finished  her  career  with 
1,71 1  points  and  leaves  as  the 

school's  all-time  leader  in  rebounds  with  1,312.   She's  also 

the  leader  in  games  played  with  128. 

A  three-time  team  MVP  and  ALL-KIAC  pick,  two-time 

Ail-American  and  KIAC  Player  of  the  Year,  Gilliam  was 

selected  as  the  Female  Athlete  of  the  Year,  an  award 

encompassing  all  sports,  in  the  KIAC. 

Gilliam  wasn't  the  only  player  making  headlines 

nationally.  Junior  point  guard  Kelly  Blackburn  finished  in 

the  top  10  in  the  country  in  assists,  averaging  6.1  per 

contest.
